Just as it is useless and harmful to feed a child when it do es no t 
want to eat o r to fo rce a child to study subjects which do no t interest 
it and which are unnecessary to it, So

cases fo rmulate them crudely and thus DESTROY THAT RE­

It seems v ery simple to answer truth­ 
fully the relig io us questio ns o f a child—but in reality o nly he can do 
it who has answered to himself truthfully relig io us questio ns—abo ut 
Go d, life, death, g o o d and ev il, tho se v ery questio ns which children 
alway s ask so clearly and definitely .

Gro und Under an Appalling 


Fire Until Cro wned by 


Vicfo ry . 


To klo , May 3 0.—The details o f 
the 
fig hting at Kin Cho u emphasizes 
the 
hero ic tenacity o f the Japanese 
I d 
their co nduct at Nan Shan. 
Nine successiv e times the Japanese 
charg ed the fo rtified heig hts In the 
face o f a sto rm o f death-dealing mis­ 
siles. and in their last effo rt they car­ 
ried the fo rts and trenches o nly after 
a bay o net to bay o net co nflict with the 
Russians, who made a desperate de­ 
spairing strug g le to beat back the o n­ 
co ming ho rdes. 
The final assault o f the Japanese. In 
which they at last succeeded in taking 
po ssessio n, was marked by the mo st 
desperate hand-to -hand enco unter that 
has thus far characterized the war. 
The Japanese left thro ug ho ut the 
entire actio n until nig ht was ex po sed 
to an enfilading fire fro m the Russian 
Infantry , a g unbo at o n Tallenwan hay 
and fo ur 9-centimeter g uns po sted at 
Tafeng chen. 
At a critical mo ment the ammuni­ 
tio n o f the artillery ran lo w and it was 
decided to cast the remaining ammuni­ 
tio n into o ne final desperate assault. 
Fo rtunately , ho wev er, at the mo ment 
this decisio n was reached the Japanese 
squadro n » n Kin Cho u bay , which had 
ceased bo mbarding when the Infantry 
had first mo v ed fo rward, suddenly re­ 
sumed the shelling o f Nan Shan. 
Then it was that the issues o f the 
day were determined at a mo ment 
when the o utco me was fluttering be­ 
tween success and defeat fo r Japan— 
at that mo ment was an almo st certain 
repulse co nv erted Into v icto ry so suc­ 
cessful that tne fo rces o f the czar were 
swept into co nfusio n and diso rderly 
retreat. With ev ery Japanese g un cen­ 
tering Its fire upo n the Nan Shan fo rts 
and trenches, the Japanese infantry 
sprang o v er the bo dies o f the dead 
co mrades 
who had 
sacrificed 
their 
liv es in the prev io us fruitless charg es. 
The entire line rushed fo rward to ward 
the Russian left, where the fire o f the 
Japanese squadro n had pro v ed mo at 
deadly and which was the first to 
weaken under the death-dealing bo m­ 
bardment. 
And it was there that the 
first breach was made In the human 
•to ne wall that all day had been an 
Inv incible barrier to the impetuo us as­ 
saults o f the bro wn men. 
The battle 
then became transfo rmed fro m an ar­ 
tillery duel Into o ne o f perao nal co n­ 
flict, with tbe bay o net as the instru­ 
ment o f warfare. 
On ev ery parapet 
the restless, death defy ing Japanese 
•urg ed fo rward in increasing numbers 
and, hustling the Russians fro m their 
intrenchmenta, swept o v er the hill. At 
7 :3 0 o 'clo ck, as the sun was sinking 
beneath the ho rizo n, the flag o f the 
Land o f the Rising Sun flo ated o v er 
the blo o dso dden Nan Shan bill, while 
the sho uts o f "Banzai” swelled fro m 
hill to hill and re-echo ed fro m squad­ 
ro n to fo rt. 
The Japanese paid fo r their v icto ry 
In 3 ,5 00 killed and wo unded. 
To the 
Russians the humiliatio n o f defeat was 
intensified by the lo ss o f six ty -eig ht 
canno n and ten machine g uns, while 
ly ing dead in the fo rts and trenches 
were 5 00 men, 
the v ictims o f the 
accuracy 
o f 
Japanese 
lo ng -distance 
marksmanship and o f o lo se-rang e fig ht­ 
ing . 


po rta ot the Kin Cho n battle. 
The 
peo ple In the streets almo st mo b news 
bo y a to secure ex tras co ntaining the 
dispatches. 
Cro wds sto o d aro und the etteial 
bulletin bo ards awaiting the Russian 
v ersio ns, but no ne arriv ed.

tirely dependent o n the Japanese fo r 
news. 
Further details are eag erly 
lo o ked fo r, especially reg arding 
lo sses. 
The prev ailing co nv ictio n here is that 
the Japanese must hav e carried Nan 
Chan at tremendo us sacrifice. 
The 
acco unts o f the hero ically stubbo rn de­ 
fense made by the Russians no twith­ 
standing their po sitio n, subjected to 
the fire o f artillery fro m the fro nt and 
fro m warships o n the flAnk, are a 
so urce o f much satisfactio n. 
Their 


•wn repo rts, the Russians say , co uTd 
no t hav e placed the fig hting qualities 
fif their so ldiers in a better lig ht than 
do these fro m the Japanese. 
Bo th the admiralty and the war o f­ 
fice are witho ut news and frankly co n­ 
fess they do no t ex pect to hear fro m 
the beleag uered g arriso n in Po rt Ar­ 
thur ag ain directly ex cept by acci­ 
dent until the fo rtress has been re­ 
liev ed o r surrendered o r the war end­ 
ed. 
So me nativ e repo rts that drifted 
Into headquarters at Liao Yang and 
were fo rwarded here cay that the Jap­ 
anese lo st many tho usands. 
The impressio n In army circles is 
that the Japanese will push o peratio ns 
ag ainst Po rt Arthur with the g reatest 
energ y , but it is also believ ed a mo nth 
o r mo re will be required to bring up 
aieg e g uns.

A Matter That Prom ises Politicians 
Som e Little Trouble. 
Indianapolis, May 30.—The “ex cess 
vote rule” to provide representation 
In the legislature for minority coun­ 
ties in joint districts, is going to cause 
the Repub lican 
state committee a 
mesa of troub le b efore It Is finally In­ 
structed. 
For instance, three of the 
chairmen of the district composed of 
Madison, 
Montgomery, 
Boone 
and 
Hamilton counties nave decided in fa­ 
vor of making the nomination b y the 
old way, and a call has b een issued 
for a convention at Leb anon June 16. 
A protest was filed against this b y 
Chairman Parker of Madison county, 
and it is said that Chairman Goodrich 
will recognize It. 
His decision when 
a similar case came up from the b ig 
Joint district of Howard, Miami, Grant, 
Huntington and Wab ash counties, was 
that the old plan might b e used pro­ 
viding all the chairmen agreed and not 
unless there was an agreement. Those 
who are inclined to hold that the will 
of the three counties of the “shoe­ 
string” district should b e regarded, are 
pointing out that Chairman Goodrich 
cannot ignore the protest from Madi­ 
son county in view of the precedent 
he has estab lished and of the rule 
Itself. 
There is also some complaint 
against the rule b ecause it makes it 
necessary in a numb er of instances to 
oall a mass convention to name one or 
two delegates when it is pointed out 
that they might as well b e named b y 
the county chnirroan, as they do not 
have much voice in the convention 
b ecause they are minority memb ers. 
It is prob ab le that when the committee 
meets again there wiil b e a careful 
consideration of the rule. 


Politicians throughout the state are 
turning the limelight on this city to 
discover what the two old parties are 
doing toward organizing for the com­ 
ing eampaign. 
It may b e stated that 
each party ia well along with the work 
and that a lot of routine lab or which 
does not count ¿n the newspapers is 
now b eing done. 
The Repub licans 
have ab out decided to wait until the 
middle or the latter part of August to 
nominate 
their 
legislative 
ticket, 
which is all they have to do in the 
nominating line. 
It is said that the 
date for the convention is b eing with­ 
held to see whether or not Senator 
Fairb anks is nominated for vice presi­ 
dent, which would have much to do 
with the policy of the leaders here, as 
there would b e a numb er of candidates 
hunting for the support of local dele­ 
gates.

Charles of Seymour, where he remain­ 
ed, spending the winters in teaching, 
until April 23, 1884, when he was ad­ 
mitted to the b ar of Jackson county. 
Immediately thereafter he formed a 
partnership with his cousin, L. H. Rey­ 
nolds of Greenfield, and entered upon 
the practice of law in Hancock ooun- 
ty. 
This partnership continued uatll 
Feb ruary 1, 1885, when he returned to 
Seymour and opened an office alone, 
where he has ever since practiced 
without a partner. 
From the time of 
his return to Seymour he has b een 
fortunate in having a large and con­ 
stantly increasing b usiness, ex tending 
over much ef southern Indiana and 
emb racing litigation of every charac­ 
ter. 
He has never held an elective office, 
b ut was for ten years the city attorney 
of Seymour, and has devoted himself 
with great diligence to his chosen pro­ 
fession. 
At tb e same time he has 
taken a reasonab ly active interest in 
politics and received such recognition 
of an honorary character as his party 
locally had power to confer. 
He has 
served as chairman of the county com­ 
mittee, and of the Fourth congression­ 
al district, and as a delegate to the Re­ 
pub lican national convention in 189 6.

METHODISTS ADJ OURN 


The Lo# Angeles Meeting Was One of 
Much Importance. 
Los Angeles, Cal., May 30.—It was 
after midnight when the general con­ 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal 
church finished the final roll-call Sat­ 
urday night which brought to a close 
the most memorable gatherin g in the 
history of the church. 
Sunday me­ 
morial serv ices were held during the 
afternoon, and in the ev ening a jubilee 
serv ice at the pav ilion closed the ser­ 
ies of meetings. 
When tne final roll- 
call was taken Saturday night, 600 
of the 750 accredited delegates were 
in their seats. The decision to adjourn 
was not arriv ed at until late Saturday 
ev ening, and in order.to finish the bus­ 
iness before the assembly it was n eces­ 
sary to run ov er into Sunday in the 
work of calling the roll. 
The conference just closed has ac­ 
complished much for the in terest of 
the Methodist church, 
and will go 
down in church history as one of the 
most im portan t in the point of execu­ 
tiv e action. 
The action of the general 
conference in retirin g fiv e bishops and 
electing elev en others probably at­ 
tracted the widest atten tion of any 
other single happening, but there were 
many other subjects that affected the 
great mem bership of the Methodist 
church and which were watched with 
deep in terest. 
Among these were the decision to 
stan d by the presen t attitude of th¿ 
church on the subject of prohibited 
am usem en ts; the refusal to return to 
the time limit of pastoral serv ices; 
the exon eratin g of certain theological 
schools of the charge of heretical 
teachin gs; the unification of the Meth­ 
odist publishing houses; the consolida­ 
tion of the boards of church benev o­ 
lence; prov iding ot support for super­ 
an n uated m in isters; fixing the status 
of superan n uated bishops; creatin g a 
commission to rev ise the ritual of the 
church; continuing the commission ap­ 
pointed four years ago to bring ths 
v arious bran ches of Methodism closer 
together in the use of common prayer 
books, hymnal and catechism s; a ref­ 
erendum of the much discussed ques 
tion of a colored bishop and many 
other m atters of similar importance. 


SENATOR M. 8 . QUAY. 
Pen n sylv an ia’s state officers, the en­ 
tire Pen n sylv an ia delegation in con­ 
gress, under appoin tm en t by Speaker 
Cannon, will be presen t to represen t 
the nation at the funeral. 
Many of 
Sen ator Quay’s colleagues in the sen ­ 
ate will also be present. 
The death of Sen ator Quay was due 
to cronic gastritis, from which he had 
long suffered. 
The end came like a 
peaceful sleep, grow in g deeper and 
more profound until the end was death. 
Ev ery member of the family was at his 
bsdside. 
Sen ator Quay’s indisposition 
began about a year ago. 
It was a re­ 
curren ce of the trouble that beset him 
during the latter part of 19 00 and the 
early days of Jan uary, 19 01, when he 
was undergoing the strain of a cam ­ 
paign for re-election to the senate. 
Ten days ago he began the arran ge­ 
ments of his personal affairs, looking 
toward the end. 
The last papers were 
not signed until Friday morning, but 
the arran gem en ts were all made. 
Mr. 
Quay showed all the stoicism of an 
Indian in his last illness. 
He held out 
nó hope of recov ery and refused to be­ 
liev e it was possible. 
Coolly and with 
firmness he took leav e of his dearest 
things. Thursday he asked to be taken 
to his famous library, rem arkin g to bis 
atten dan ts: 
"I want to see ray books 
once more before 1 die.” 
Through it 
all he maintained a bright, activ e mind 
and his mental energies nev er flagged. 
Carrying out the sen ator’s dying 
request, there will be no osten tation in 
connection with the funeral. 
This 
compels the refusal of a request by 
the Masons for a Masonic funeral. The 
body will remain in the sen ator’s bed­ 
room where he died, until tomorrow, 
when it will be carried to the First 
Presbyterian church In charge of Post 
473 G. A. R., of which Sen ator Quay 
was a member, and lie in state from 
9 a. m. until 1 p. m. 
The church will 
then be cleared and at 2 o’clock the 
funeral serv ices will be conducted by 
Rev . J. S. Ramsey, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, assisted by the 
Rev . Appleton Bach, D.D., of the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal church.
